CONFEESION OF THE THEFTS, 

Wo are at length’ able to throw som 
Light apon the mystory of tha contury, an 
#o announce news concerning Gainabo- 
rough's celebrated pictura of Georgiana, 
Duchess of Devonshire, tho beaptiful an 
witty elactioncering Dochess, to whosg 
fascination Walpole and other contempor- 
ary writers paid such lavish tributes. For 
seventoon years now has ths most impene- 
frable darkness surrounded this painting, 
the career of which had been co remark: 
able, oven prior te the sensational thoft of 
it nearly twenty years ago. Tho picturg 


hed been bought from a Mrs Magonnis in | 


1889, by a picture restorer named Bontloy. 
Ho gave £50 for it, and doubtless patted 
himself cordially on the back whon ho dia- 
sed of it for 70 guiness to Mr Wyn: 
allie, It was as part- of ‘the latter's 
famona collection that, on May 6, 1876,- it 
‘was put up for auction at Christio'a. At 
thie timo there wera thosa who impugoed 
ita genuinoners as 0 Gainsborough. The 
atylo, they maintained, wee lesa light and 
airy than was to bo oxpecied in a genuine 
example; while in the volaptuousness of 
tho figure andthe oxtreme redness of the 
lips they fonnd Gainaborough's characteris. 
tio refinemont wanting. Thore was, how- 
ever, a marvellous battlo for it at the sale. 
The thon Earl of Dudley ran it up to 
£10,000, bat ovon at that immense figure 
could not shake off tho parsistent agent of 
Messrs Agnew, who seoured tho picture for 
£10,100—tho largest price even paid for a 
pioturo at Christie's. Messrs Agnew placed 
it in their galleries at 39, Bond-strest, on 
exhibition, and London waa in o furore 
over the picture. It well-nigh monopolized 
the conversation of the day, and at most of 
tho public coremonials « large proportion 
of tho ladica dressed upon the model which 
tho painting provided. Suddenly, while 
tho interest in the work was at its height, 
it vanished. On tho night of 24th May, 
éightaon days after it came into Mosara 
Agnow's possession, it was ss osual left 
ely at oleven at night in ita place on tho 
walls of the gallory. A watchman slept on 
tho promincs, ond was not disturbed during 
the night ; bot at soven o'clock the next 
moruing chisel marks woro found on the 
window-frame of the gallory, and

It bod been cut from its frame and 
stolen. The Scotland-yard police, wore im- 
mediately acquainted with the robbory. 
Superintendent Williamson himself under- 
took the charge of tha investigution. 
Messrs Agnew promptly offered a roward of 
£1,000 for the recovery of their treasure, 
bat their £1,000 went bogging, for o clai- 
mant it could not fiad. Tho most oxtra- 
ordinary conjectures woro hazarded in 
the attampte of tho public to find ap 
explanation of the mattor, and rumour 
even suggested that Mossrs Agnow, find- 
ing that the suspicions shout tho geuvine- 
ness of the work wero only too well 
grounded, put the pictare into the fire in 
sheer disgust and fury, end started the 
story of the thoft to stop tho additional 
mortification that would be occasioned to 
them by any publicity of the way in which 
they had beon victimized.

night of 2th May. The £1,0(H) reward 
tempted somebody, as years went on, to 
nogotista mysterioudy with Mesnre Ag 
new, but the anonymity and the secrecy 
which was necessarily preserved prevented 
Mosars Agnow from satisfying themeclves 
of the genuineness of the negotiations, 
which woro oousequuotly barron of any 
result. That was many years ago, and tha 
fate of the Gainsharaugh picture threatened 
to remuin for all time as specalative ns the 
idontity of the author of the Letters of Ju- 
nius, orthe Mauintho Iron Mask. Buta man 
in peackcloth mask has mado a revelation 
about this portrait of tho beauteous Gicor- 
giana.
